— 
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when told of his death. “He was a won- 


derful improvisor. He would sit at his 
organ for hours weaving his: flowery 
thoughts into sweet harmonies. . 

“While he was filling his engagement 
at the World’s Fair he was idolized by 
many persons who met him and heard 
him play.

Realty Expert Estimates This as 
Proceeds of Deal Credited 
to Civie Pride. 


The Committee on Wa&ys and Means 
of the House of Delegates will report 
unfavorably Friday night the bill leas- 
ing Union Market to Samuel Bowman 
and his associates for 9 years at an 
annual rental of $50,000. All members of 
the committee will sign the report, 
which is expected to cause the defeat of 
the bill. 

The records of the Comptroller’s of- 
fice show that the city now is receiv- 
ing a rental of $44,750 a year from Union 
Market. The stall owners, when they 
appeared before the House of Delegutes 
committee Thursday, declared they were 
willing to pay higher rents. The Comp- 
troller expects to increase. the rents 
soon, and thereby get more out of the 
market than Bowman and his associates 
offer to pay for it. 

What the Bill Provides. 

The bill provides that Bowman and 
hf¥ associates must erect a building on 
the market site to cost not less than 
$300,000. The city may, at the expira- 
tion of 25 years, purchase the building 
from the company. In a plea before 
the committee Thursday Bowman de- 
clared that he and his associates were 
not trying to make money out of the 
market, but were moved by civic pride 
to offer to erect a fine building on the 
site. He said a new, modern building 
would greatly enhance the value of 
nearby real estate. 


er, who has analyzed the proposition, 
declared the promoters would not make 
less than $2,000,000 out of the deal within 
25 years. Epstein made a protest to the 
committee against the bill. 

“According to the plans of the pro- 
said Epstein to a Post-Dispatch 
‘‘there will be 150 stalls 
to rent at $30 a month.

It is easier to get missionaries for 
darkest Africa and other remote dark- 
est regions than for darkest St. Louis, 
according to the experience of Charles 
A. Forse, superintendent of the River- 
side Mission, at 409 South Second 
street. After exhausting every other 
means of getting teachers for the 
(little Africans, Armenians, Assyrians, 
Italians, Germans, Americans and 
others in that part of the city, he has 
tried advertising. 

Recently he inserted this advertise- 
ment twice in the Post-Dispatch:

Wtd.—é6 young ladies to volun- 
teer as assistants in primary de- 
partment of Riverside Mission 
Sunday-school, 409 S. Second st.; 
Sunday afternoon, 3 o’clock. Ap- 
ply to Supt, Chas.

Chestnut; phone Main 751. 


He received five answers and ob- 
tained one teacher. Miss Bernice 
3ryson of South Jefferson avenue 
wrote. Miss Stewart of the Third 
Baptist Church, Miss Priesmeyer of 
the First Church of.Christ and Miss 
Flielen Maull of the Christian Alliance 
called up on the telephone. Miss 
Josephing Suess of 4329 Fyler avenue 
called and volunteered. Advertise- 
ments in other papers brought no re- 
sponse. The one teacher was secured 
at a cost of $3.70, but she is a good 
one and Forse would like to get more 
at the same price. 

Fifty in the Class, 

The class for which teachers are 
wanted is composed of about 50 chil- 
dren, negroes and foreign-born. 
About one-third are negroes, but 
nothing was said about this in the 
advertisement. The superintendent of 
the department is Mrs. J. H. King of 
the First Christian Church. She needs 
five assistants and only has one. 

(Forse has been for some time secre- 
tary of the St. Louis Sunday School 
Association. He has tried through the 
Sunday schools, the Christian Endeavor 
societies and the churches to get teach- 
ers and has failed. 

Tries Vaninly for 10 Years. 

‘Tt seems,” he said, “‘that a dead line 
has been established by the Christian 
‘people of St. Louis below which the 
gospel must not be preached. For 10 
years I have tried in vain to get enough 
teachers and helpers to carry on a Sun- 
day school in the river district. I recent- 
ly asked a minister friend to visit the 
school] and mentioned that it was com- 
posed partly of negroes. “Oh, I don’t 
love them well enough for that,’ he 
said. 

“IT cannot understand why young peo- 
ple are willing to sacrifice home, friends 
and all earthly ties to go to foreign 
fields and yet cannot hear the call to 
be foreign missionaries at home.’’ 

Forse says he has no difficulty in 
financing the undertaking. All the diffi- 
culty is in getting assistants for tke 
hand-to-hand work.

‘‘Fables,’’ Sneers Erricone When 
He Is Questioned About 
Crime System. 


ARRESTED BY PETROSINO 


Wields Political Power fn Italy, 
and Has Thus Escaped run 
ishment. 


By Associated Press. 

VITERBO, Italy, March 31.—Enrico 
Alfano, commonly known as Erricone, 
accused of being the real head of the 
Neapolitan Camorra, perhaps the most 
powerful and certainly the most feared 
man in Italy, was called for interroga- 
tion in the Court of the Assizes today. 
The crimes laid at this man’s door are 
numberless, and the ‘machinations with 
which he is credited almost beyond 
belief. 


Under the inquiry today Erricone 


maintained the insolent assurance which, 


if not disarming euspicion, repeatedly 
saved him from arrest. At his head- 
quarters in the Caffe Fortunio, where 
he received his agents, his vietims and 
the police, Erricone ‘was wont to smile 
blandly on those who mentioned the 
Camorra and say: 

“Do you really believe there is such 
a thing? Why, those are stories-of 
other times.”’ 

The prisoner denied every’ accusation 
made against him and ridiculed the tra- 
dition of his power. 


Began as Errand Boy 
Brricone besen as an arent boy in 


a flower shop. Early in life he had 
a place of his own. Then he estab- 
lished a grain market and speculated 
in’ cattle, bargaining with the farmers 
who visited the fairs. He grew wealthy 
and became a money lender, with an 
office in the center of the city. He 
wore fine clothes, and his carriages and 
horses attracted much attention in the 
streets of Naples. 

Some six years ago he sorrenderet the 
highest place in the Camorra, the head 
of the heads of the society, to Luigi 
Zucci, but it is charged that he con- 
tinued in control of the organization. 
His nominal office was head of the 
Vicaria, the most populous and trouble- 
some district of Naples. 

He was repeatedly charged with re- 
sponsibility for or complicity in bur- 
glary, the white slave traffic, fraud 
against the élection laws and business 
corruption. Several times arrested, he 
was invariably discharged because of a 
lack of evidence, or at the worst re- 
ceived light punishment. His escapes are 
said to have been due to his influence 
with the authorities, some of whom 
owed their offices to his control over 
the votes of the poorer classes. 


Caught by Petrosino, 
Following the murder.of Gennaro 


Cuoccolo, Erricone was arrested and 
charged with instigating the crime, but 
a way to his release was found in the 
false testimony of the priest, Ciro Vit- 
ozzi. Fleeing to America, Erricone was 
re-arrested in Brooklyn by the late 
Police Lieutenant Petrosino, and has 
never since been free. 

Abbatemaggio, the informer, has testi- 
fied that Erricone approved the sent- 
ences of death imposed on his traitor- 
ous associates, Gennaro Cuoccolo and this 
wife, and after the deed was done dis- 
tributed sums of Money among the as- 
sassins. These allegations, as well as 
that concerning his position in the Ca- 
morra, Erricone stoutly denied, in re- 
ply to the questions of President Bian- 
chi and the crown prosecutor, Cavaliere 
Santgro, today. 

According to the revelations of Ab- 
batemaggto, who appeared as a witness 
against his former associates in their 
trial for murder. Naples is divided into 
14 Cammorist legions, each having its 
own officers of the order. 

In each district a member of the or- 
ganization is daily instructed with the 
maintenance of order among those af- 
filiated with the Camorra. His powers 
and influence are greater than those of 
the police or carbineers. He is ex- 
pected to denounce those members who 
commit disorders and thus compromise 
the association, which is destined for 
more important’ enterprises.

Forecaster Says Storm dat This|’* 
. Season Usually Marks Change 
to Warm Weather. 


A freakish three-inch snow, which 
c:ung moistly to tree branches and con- 
verted the morning landscape into 2 
fairyland, was the last caper cut by 
the mad March hare in St. Louis. It 
was a wet snow, and it so heavily bur- 
dened telephone and telegraph wires 
that some of them, gave way, tempo- 
rarily damaging the service. 

By some caprice of nature, the storm 
followed the course of the Missouri 
River clear up into South Dakota. On 
either side of this winding belt was ‘fair 
weather. 

The snow began falling at 12: 45 a. m. 
Friday and turned to a drizzle of rain 
about 9 a. m. At 7 a. m,.the tempera- 
ture was 3. degrees and soon. after it 
dropped a degree, remaining there near- 
ly two hours. Then it began a slow 
ascent. 

Warmer Weather Expected, 

A snowfall so late In the year is un- 
usual, but not without precedent here. 
Last March theré was no snow, but on 
April 23 and 24 there was a fall of 1.9 
inches. April 20, 1904, there was a fall of 
5% inches, and April 3 and 4, 1899, a fall 
of 4% inches. 

In all these cases the snow soon melt- 
ed. It was wet, as was the spring snow 
of this year, and was partly washed 
away by succeeding rain.

TEARS AND REPROACHES. 

Two men in municipal public life are railing at 
the newspapers for criticising their public acts. 
Speaker Rombauer is out-sensationalizing the 
most sensational journals by misrepresenting 
newspaper criticism and hurling back epithets. 
Mr. Rombauer has elephantiasis of the ego. He 
exaggerates his own importance and the signifi- 
cance of newspaper comment on his manifest and 
foolish blunders. Ex-Councilman Schutz is a dif- 
ferent type, but perhaps the petulant resentment 
which led him to resign from office is due, more 
than he will admit, to wounded vanity and crip- 
pled ambition caused by his own realization and 
popular condemnation of his stupendous mis- 
take in the United Railways compromise. But 
he agrees with Rombauer in trying to shift upon 
the newspapers the responsibility for the conse- 
quences of his faults, which are equally fatal, 
whether they are errors of the head or offenses 
of the heart. Mr. Schutz said to the Council: 

I hope that in future, when the city is suc- 
cessful in electing an assemblyman who is 
willing to devote his time and his energy in 
an honest effort to assist the city, the press 
of this city, instead of finding fault with him 
and laboring to vilify his character, will en- 
courage him. 

We are sorry for Mr. Schutz. No one has 
charged him with dishonesty. No doubt he want- 
ed to serve the public. He contributed valuable 
service to the city in opposing the Ranken tract 
bill and other bad measures. But independent 
journalism must be impérsona] in its devotion to 
the public good. Supporting a public man when 
he is right, it must condemn him when he is 
wrong. 

Mr. Schutz was misled into a grave blunder 
in the United Railways bill, the menace of which 
was so increased by public confidence in the hon- 
esty of the ex-Councilman and his official associ- 
ates in the negotiations, that it was necessary to 
rally all the force of public opinion against it by 
using al] the resources of publicity. His entan- 
glement in the subtle web of Union Electric wires 
was the culmination of missteps which drove him 
to resignation. Hence these tears and reproaches. 
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The Illinois Legislature may send an editor to 
jail for contempt without making any great dent 
in saat generat editorial contempt for it. 





St.. Louis doesn’t contain as many inhabitants 
as Chicago, but it has more: thoroughbred dogs, 
which is conyincing proof of a better quality of 
inhabitants.. The St. Louis dog show, which 
opens next week, under the auspices of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Kennel Club, will be so far ahead 
of Chicago’s show that comparison is odious. 

This season’s St. Louis dog show will be in the 
four-point class, having listed for exhibition 828 
dogs to Chicago’s 564. The entries here will be 
1349, as compared with 834 in Chicago. We will 
have 67 breeds to Chicago’s 47, and we beat the 
Chicagoans so far in pointers, setters, collies, St. 
Bernards and fox terriers that the count is lost. 

St. Louis will rival New York in beauty and 
variety of high-bred animals. Those who admire 
rare breeds will find one new to America in the 
Walsh springer. The Lupetto, the wolf dog of 
Florence, Italy; the owtchar, the woolly Russian 
sheep dog; the Chinese chow-chow, with wool 
coats and its opposite, the Chi-hua-hua, the Pe- 
kingese spaniel, the Doberman pinscher or Ger- 
man police dog, and the black pug will be on 
hand. 

The development of dog varieties is one of the 
most fnteresting and ingenious works of man in 
dealing with the lower animals. The results have 
been wonderful. It takes high sentiment, qual- 
ity and culture. to appreciate the fine points and 
the noble nature of a first-class dog. In making 
St. Louis a center of dog culture, the Mississippi 
Valley, Kennel Club, under the guidance of that 
patron saint of good dogs, Col. Harry B. Hawes, 
is conferring distinction and enjoyment on the 


city.

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THE BABY SAVING CRUSADE. 

The Post-Dispatch welcomes the early opening 
of the crusade for saving the babies by supplying 
pure milk this summer, and the news that co- 
operative efforts are to be made “in that behulf 
by various philanthropic agencies. 

Since 1905, in which year the Post-Dispatch 
Pure Milk and Free Ice Fund was started, this 
paper with the aid of its readers has raised an 
aggregate of $19,799, which has been expended 
in the purchase and distribution of pure milk 
and ice in the city’s crowded districts. The con- 
tributions to the fund have ranged from over 
$2000 to nearly $5000 annually. The people have 
been interested and educated in this great work, 
and have responded generously. The children 
especially have been active, in the various enter- 
tainments for raising money for the fund. And 
the result has been that the mortality among 
infants has been diminished by one-half. 

The history of the creation of this fund is in- 
teresting. In July, 1901, during an extremely 
hot spell, the Post-Dispatch started a free ice 
fund for the poor. Sixteen hundred dollars was 
subscribed the first day, and the fund amounted 
to over $3000 for that season. This ice fund was 
continued during 1902, 1903 and 1904. It was

In your notice of the death of Edward M. 
Campbell, artist, I note with some surprise a 
statement by F. E. A. Curley, curator of the 
museum, as follows: “He often used to get up at 
8 or 4 o’clock in the morning to catch the ‘feel- 
ing of the hour’ that he had the power to re- 
produce on canvas. He would sometimes sit for 
hours looking at one bit of scenery, trying to 
feel the sentiment of it before putting his brush 
to canvas.” 

A remark like the abeve ‘emanating from some 
untutored person would produce no surprise, but 
to issue from the lips of the curator of the city 
art museum is astounding, and is either the re- 
sult of crass ignorance or a mistake. Anyone 
who has studied landscape as it should be studied 
knows that gature’s effects do not linger for 
one to ponder over for hours before starting to 
paint. The successful landscape painters of the 
world—those who are known to every one as men 
who could crystallize nature’s *most elusive 
moods under most trying ecircumstances— 
were men who worked fast and you 
were able to detect at first sight the keynote of 
tone, color and composition. They ce@nld not wait 
to contemplate the beauty whick would only too 
quickly have fled—no, they saw, they worked fast 
and they conquered and talked little. Mr. Camp- 
bell undoubtedly did the same. 

In matters artistic the public demands the truth 
as well as elsewhere. Only recently a St. Louts 
painter who was giving a lesson to a pupil and 
using as a subject an apple tree in blossom, partly 
finished his own sketch and then told the pupil 
he would come back to the same spot the next 
year and finish it. This sort of statement is non- 
sense. Any tyro knows that to get the same 
effect again is an impossible thing. Nature never 
repeats herself in matters of light, shade and 
color. I do not question Mr. Campbell’s art or 
talents, I question the statements made about 
them.

Prof. Nearing, in an Interview for the Post-Dispatch, 
Assails the Spongers on Men Who Spend as 
Fast as the Earner Accumulates.

HIS is the shot which will echo tag still further after ‘man in the in- 


round the world. 
Nearing of the University of 
Pennsylvania fired it. He aimed 
it at the women. To make reason- 
ably sure of winging his game he 
loaded with “buckshot.” In other 
words, Prof. Nearing, who holds a 
ehair in the Economic Department of 
the Quaker center of learning, has 
made not one but many accusations 
against the modern woman. 

“If the: women of today continue 
to be the economic burdens to men 
that they are now, they will ruin 
this. country just as the dissolute 
women of Rome ruined that empire. 

“The wife no longer contributes to 
the family income by creating values 
with the increased standard of elab- 
orate dressing she is often its chief 
burden. 

“Do you realize it is not an exag- 
geration to say a large number of 
women spend 60 per cent of their 
time in attending to their personal 
adornment?” 

“Women today receive an allow- 
ance rather than an income.

“If the wemen of the future are 


“to be noble individuals, worthy to be 


the mothers of noble children, and to 
achieve great things, the rising gen- 
eration of women must have three 
things—effective self-development, an

Visest use of leisure time.” 

“You believe all women should pro- 
‘luce economically, and that if they do 
tot they are social parasites?” I askad. 

“Every normal being should engase 
InN some form of constructive occupa- 
ton,” replied Prof, Nearing.’ ‘‘There 
tre two alternative occupations open 
to women—first, motherhood, and, sec- 
ond, some form of industrial purszit. 

“Neither occupation is exclsive of 
the other, and most women s..\ould, at 
‘different periods of their lives, engage 
in both.” 

“Ah, you do say ‘at different pe- 
Tiods,’"" I commented. “You would not 
have the mother of young children a

Second 
came a state of co-operative labor with 
the cock stove and the loom. Woman 
was then of-economic value. Now we 
have the parasite woman. Man is now 
the producer, woman the spender. The 
whole concept of the women of the 
middie and upper classes is to sponge 
upon the men. This basic problem 
arises out of the dependence of woman 
upon an individual man, whether he be 
father, husband or other relative. Wom- 
an is dependent, therefore, upon men in 
the aggregate for social support, in that 
she consents, or is compelled to con- 
sent, to the standard of moral,. social 
and industrial obligations which they 
require of her.’”’ 

‘‘And whose is the fault?’ I asked. 

' “Nobody is to blame,” answered Prof. 
Nearing. ‘‘The women of today are not 
to blame for what they are, any more 
than are the men. 

“But the time has come when two 
roads open before the woman of the 
future. Either she fnust continue to be 
a parasite and. go down to ruin, drag- 
ging nations with her, or she must be- 
come a producer with an economic ne- 
cessity for her existence. Personaily 
I du not trembie for her choice.”’

| MARIE CURIE. 
ARIE SKLODOWSKA CURIE, discoverer of radium, as- 
M sociated with her husband, the late Prof. Pierre Curie of 
| Paris, in the award of the Nobel prize of $20,000 for 
| scientific research, professor of radio-activity in the 
University of Paris, is among persons now alive the most striking 
example of the possibilities of sympathetic, intelligent co-operation 
between a husband and wife. 

Mme. Curie is believed to have been the actual discoverer of 
the most precious substance in the world; but it hag been said 
that the early scientific experiments leading up to the discovery 
were conducted by her husband. one 

‘M. and Mme. Curie divided equally all scientific prizes which 
resulted from their joint triumph, with the exception of the Legion 
of Honor ribbon, which was offered to Prof. Curie and which he 
declined because his wife was not similarly honored. 

In 1906 Prof. Curie wag run over by a dray and killed. And 
since then Mme, Curie has conducted her scientific experiments 
alone. Though women were not held to be admissible to pro- 
fessorships in the University of Paris, that seat of learning had the 
good sense to elect Mme. Curie to succeed her husband. 

Recently, however, the French Academy of Sciences rejected 
the candidacy of this distingushed woman on the ground that the 
admission of a female member was ‘‘contrary to tradition.’ 

At the time of the controversy I read in the Figaro some very 
interesting views expressed by men who opposed Mme. Curie. 

**Tt is one of the customs of the Academy,’’ said one learned 
academician, ‘‘for newly elected members to make a visit of cere- 
mony to their older colleagues. How could a woman call on a 
man? It is not permissible.”’ 

The Swedish Academy of Science did not wait to deter- 
mine the Parisian attitude, but promptly elected Mme. Curie to 
membership. | : 

But then, of course, the distance between Paris and Stock- 
holm solved the grave problem of the exchange of calls! 

Mme. Curie is a Pole, blonde and blue-eyed and was born at War- 
saw in 1867. In'1891 she went to Paris to take a degree in physi-' 
cal and chemical sciences; and while there met Pierre Curie, then 
an obscure professor in the School of Physics and Chemistry. 

They were married, and through years of extreme poverty and 
privation pursued the researches which ended in the discovery of 
radium. 4 

Prof. Curie stated at one time that he had expended 5000 
francs—a fabulous sum considering the circumstances of the lit. 
tle household—in the purchase of the pitchblende, from which 
radium was developed. He said also that it was while his wife
